In 1949 
he entered London University as a 
part-time student at Birkbeck College, 
obtained a B.A. Honours degree in 
Psychology in 1953, was awarded a 
Research Studentship by his College, 
and has now been awarded his 
doctorate. Since 1941 Dr. Hamilton 
has been a teacher with the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education, 
and he has been associated with 
Jewish youth clubs. At present he is 
the Leader of the Highgate and 
Muswell Hill Jewish Youth Club. He 
intends to follow a career of lecturing 
and research in clinical psychology. 
Dr. Hamilton is the father of two 
daughters, aged one and three years 
respectively.

President's Statement 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“ Continued restraint by the sorely 
tried people of Isracl” and “a 
reorientation of Western policy in the 
Middle East™ were stated by Mr. 
R. N. Carvalho, Presiden of the 
Angio-Jewish Association, to be the 
only hope for a peaceful solution. 

Addressing a Council meeting of the 
A.J.A.. held at Woburn House, London, 
W.C., on Tuesday, the President referred 
to “the imicresting and useful discus- 
sion“ which a delegation from the Asso- 
ciation had had recently with Mr. A. D. 
Dodds-Parker, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State for — 
Affairs, at the Focsida Office, and sated : 

“The situation, of course, so far as 
this counry is concerned, is a very diffi- 
cult and very delicate onc.- Alihough 
all of us would like to see Israc!l supplied 
with defensive weapons with which to 
meet the nocw supplics of offensive 
weapons to Egypt, we must recognise the 
force of the argument agains siarung 
an arms race. 

“| myself put more faith in a more 
definite statement by this country, 
France, and the United States regarding 
the meaning of the 1950 Declaration. In 
this direction I believe that much could 
be said to clarify the Declaration with- 
out any Power being commiutied to cut- 
and-dried action—a possible 
contingency.” 

Mr. Carvalho declared that he under- 
stood the British and American refusal 
thus to bind themscives, for, apart from 
anything cise, “« is the unforeseen that 
always happens, and | can easily imagine 
some casus improvisus upsetting any ‘care- 
fully worked out detailed scheme. What 
| want is a clear general statement that 
no one will be allowed to disturb the 
peace of the area and. that no seulement 
reached by force will be recognised. 

“It must be understood that Britain 
is in a particularly difficult situation so 
far as her own relationship wh Middle 
Eastern States is concerned, and it may 
well be that we are at the beginning of 
a period of transition.” 


Appearance of Drift 


The President declared that both the 
British and the American Governments 
“appear to be drifting along on the 
rather uneasy waters of the Middle East 
and to give the impression of not know- 
ing themselves how they would react if 
they entered a real storm.” 

Perhaps, he added, the mere fact that 
Britain and the United States were kecep- 
ing a watchfu? cye on the situation was 
a sufficient deterrent and warning, par- 
ticularly to Egypt, which grew more and 
more aggressive not only to Isracl but 
to the United Kingdom as well. 

Having stated that he was encouraged 
by the presence in.the area of unus of 
the Unned States Navy, the President 
said that it was France, because she had 
the fewest material interests in the Middle 
East, which could remind her two 
co-signaiories of the principles under- 
lying the Tripartite Declaration. 

In conclusion, Mr. Carvalho said that 
there was no simple, clear-cut solution in 
that very worrying situation. “I find 
the only hope.” he added. “ in continued 
resiraimt’ by the sorely-tried people of 
Isracl and in a reorientation of Wesiern

policy in the Middle East. The time 
will come when the West will realise that 
Isracl can be a greater force for peace 
and progress in the area than all the 
traditional Arab allics, and that close ties 
with Isracl necd not prove incompatible 
with the continued supplies to the West 
of Arabian of]. The days of Lord 
Paimersion have passed, but with cvery 
deference I submu that one need not 
go to the opposite extreme and submut 
indefinitely to blackmail.” 

The President referred to the forth- 
coming appeal for a Tercenienary Fund, 
the ts of which, he said, had been 
carefully framed “to enhance the siatus 
of the community and assure i a pros- 
perous and useful future. Apart from 
the training of youth club leaders, they

Allocating Grants 


In a reference to c laints about 
grants for British institutions and 
projects, the President stated that he could 
noe over-emphasise the necessity 
approaching the problem of allocation 
with a due sense of proportion. “ The 
Chief Rabbi's Cultural Commitee,” he 
pointed out, “ performs a most useful 
and, indeed, indispensable function in 
sifting British applications for - cultural 
and educational purposes, and recom- 
mending grants for those which ut thinks 
most justified. It is, however, quite 
unable to weigh the merits of the British 
applications which it recommends agains 
the merits of similar applications which 
reach the conference from other 
countries; and it is, therefore, no mark 
of disrespect to that excelient and most 
represeniative committee that its recom- 
mendations are not implemented in toto.” 

During the discussion, Mr. H. A. Good- 
man, J.P.. said that the A.J.A. alone was 
suited to pursue “a policy of mediation 
and conciliation” with regard to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. He suggested that 
a special emergency Eretz Yisrael Com- 
mittee be formed, under the chairmanshi 
of Mr. Leonard Stein, who, he recalied, 
had guided the A.J.A. policy in the diffi- 
cult period of 1939 to 1949. 

Mr. Goodman protested that alloca- 
tions to synagogues did not come within 
the scope of the Chief Rabbi's Cultural 
Committee, but were being decided by one 
man, Mr. H. O. Joseph, the rapporteur 
on relief and rehabilitation grants in this 
country. He also supported an eaziicr 
protest by Rabbi C. Cassell against the 
decision of the Council of the Jewish 
Trust’ Corporation for Germany not to 
increase the grant to the Council of Jews 
from Germany. 

Mr. Goodman said that it was wrong 
that *representatives of the principal 
recipient bodies—the “ Joint,” the Jewish 
Agency, and the Central British Fund— 
should also be the judges as to the disiri- 
bution of the available funds.

“ JEWS INVADED ARAB

Sir John Glubb’s Assertion

Although dismissed by King 
Hussein, Sir John Glubb, former 
commander of the Arab Legion, is 
still dissemimating anti-Israeli and pro- 
Arab propaganda. 

In the commercial television pro- 
gramme, “ Seconds Out,” last week, he 
crossed swords with Mr. Frank Owen 
in a general discussion on Middic 
Eastern matters. Sir John insisted that 
Palestine had been taken from the Arabs 
by Britain. And in reply to Mr. Owen's 
assertion that Palestine was the spiritual 
home of the Jews he said that they could 
not put the clock back 2.000 years. In 
Biblical times, he mainiained, the Jews 
had inhabited “a different place, not 
their present area.’ And he contended 
that the Jews were trying to make their 
State a political home, not a spiritual 
one. 

Despite Mr. Owen's suggestion that 
the Arab refugees had kft Palestine on 
the orders of their leaders, Sir John 
maintained that they had been driven out 
by the Jews who had invaded Arab terri- 


tory. 
A Timely Pamphlet

The Zionist Federation has this weck 
issued a timely pamphiet, “ Behind the 
Headlines,” subtitled “ A factual account 
of the Arab refugee problem (1s. 6d.). 
Once again the ground is gone over of 
the events which led up to the creation 
of the problem and repeating what steps 
not only the United Nations but Isracl 
also has made towards finding a solu- 
tion, including Israel's repeated offers to 
discuss compensation. 

In the light of General Glubb’s various 
Statements at the moment, however, the 
most valuable part of the pamphlet ts 
the first, which gives a certain amount 
of documented cvidence on the part 
played by the Arab leaders in persuading 
the Palestinian Arabs to lIcave their homes 
until the war should have been won by 
the invading Arab armies and the Jews 
crushed. Statements are quoted, among 
others, from various newspaper interviews 
given in 1948 by Mer. George Hakim, 
Greek Catholic Archbishop of Galilee, 
and Mr. Emile Ghoury, Secretary of the 
Arab Higher Executive. which support 
the view that the blame should be laid at 
the door of the Arab countries them- 
selves, and a report is quoted also from 
the Economist of October 2, 1948, stating 
that the Jewish authorities in Haifa 
actually urged all Arabs to remain, 
guaranteeing them protection.

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A MASTER OF HEBREW JOURNALISM 
Sokolow as Writer and Zionist Leader 


By JOSEP FRAENKEL 


The Zionist Organisation had five 
Presidents: Theodor Herzl (1897- 
1904) David Wolffsohn (1905-11), 
Otto Warbure (1911-21), Chaim 
Weizmann (1921-31 and 1935-46), 
and Nahum Sokolow (1931-35). Since 
1946. no President. of the World 
Zionist Organisation has been elected. 

Nahum Sokolow. 
whose remains and 


those of his wife 
are bemg trans- 
ferred from Lon- 


don to Jsracl, was 
a prodigy. of 
Jewish journalism. 


At the age of 15 
he had hes first 
aruclkes published 
and he soon 
became one of the 
best known 
newspapermen. He Nahum Sokolow 


became the leading 
exponent of modern Jewish journalism. 

He who was born in Poland in 1861 
was imbued with Jewish knowledge and 
European culiure, and he was one of the 
sandard-bearers of enlightenment and 
cmancipation among the Jewish masscs. 
When he was about 24 years old he 
hecame the editor of the Hebrew daily 
Hazeriman (Warsaw), and through the 
medium of the Hebrew language he 
acquainted the Jews with the literature 
of the West. He also published a number 
of books, including a geography of 
Palestine 

Following the publication of Herzl's 
“ Judensiaat in February, 1896, 
Hazerinan published articks by Sokolow 
attacking Herzl. Professor Michael 
Berkowicz, Herzl's Hebrew-speaking 
secretary. translated these articles into 
German and submitted them regularly 
to Herzl. who remembered that his ant- 
Zionist frend, Arthur Levysohn of the 
Beaitner TaGetatr, had said that the 
Jews. whom Herzl was trying to help 
would, at first, criticise him most bitierly, 
Herzl a strongly worded statement 
io Hazerinan, which Sokolow duly 
printed When Herzl cailed the First 
Zionist Congress in 1897, Sokolow again 
wrote in Hazeriman and in the Polish- 
Jewish journal IZRAELITA opposing the 
holding of such a Congress. Notwith- 
standing, persuaded by Rabbi 
Ehrenpreis and Dr. D. Farbstein, invited 
Sokolow to attend the Congress. Sokolow 


aceepied the invitation and went to 
Basle. determined to use his publications 
as weapons against political Zionism. 
But in Basle Sokolow became an ardent 
admirer of Herzl. The Congress, the 
Basle programme, and the speeches 
delivered by Herzl and Nordau kindkd 


a fire in Sokolow’s soul which itihuminated 
and warmed him to the end of his days. 
Sokolow has often been criticised for 


his “ sudden conversion to Zionism, bul 
should be understood that just 
this frank avowal of his behef in 


modern Zionism which lends dignity and 
siature to the man Sokolow. Ard so 
this master of the pen became a fichier 
for Zion and a leader of his people. From 
the First Congress onwards Sokolow 


devoted his talents, his rhetorical ability 
and his work to the Zionist ideal 
Already at the First Congress he had 


been clected to serve on a literary com- 
mission, and a few days later he addressed 
Zionist meetings in Switzerland. His 
reports to Hazerivnan were filled with 
enthusiasm for Herz! and full of hope 
afid confidence im the future of Zionism. 

Sokolow's energy and creative capacity 
grew in proportion to his work. He 
attended the Second Congress as a delc- 
gate and at all future Congresses he 
played a leading role. He addressed many 
sessions, became the mouthpiece of his 
fellow delegates, and finally the master 
and President of the Congresses. 

In 1902, when Herzl published 
“ Alineuland,” he entrusied his fricnd 
Sokolow with the Hebrew translation of 
this novel. Nahum Sokolow renamcd 
“ Alinculand "—* Tel Aviv.” 

When Herzl died in 1904, Sokolow went 
to Vienna to pay his last respects to the 
great man. 

On the occasion of Sokolow’'s twenticth 
jubilee as a Hebrew writer, Herzl wrote 
(August, 1902): “ in Sokolow |! 
venerate one of the creators of a free 
and healthy Jewish public opinion. Our 
views are not always the same, bu: for 
this very reason I read his writings with 
enjoyment and I also benefit from them 
He has a difficult task and fulfils in with 
courage, talent, and tacit. It is my belief 
that future generations will see in him an 
unforgettable figure of this Jewish 
renaissance for which we are now fighing 
and suffering.” 


Practical Genius 


David Wolflsohn, Herzl's successor. 
pointed Sokolow Secretary-General of: 
Zionist Organisation and editor of 
the official organ Dre We r. In Warsaw, 
Sokolow had been a * Westerner,” and 
in Cologne and Berlin a “ Hebrew. 

_. . and the day he describes is a 
Hebrew day,” wrote Herzl—and so it was. 
The Hebrew scholar showed his practical! 
genius, and made an important contribu- 
tion to the revival of the Hebrew 
language. At Zionist Congresses he lec- 
tured on Hebrew and culture, and in 
1910 he was one of the founders of 
Hisiadrut lesafa uletarbut ivrit 
(Organisation for Hebrew and culture). 
whose President was Leo: Moizkin. 

At the Tenth Congress in Basle in 
1911. Sokolow was for the first tme 
elected a member of the Zionist Execu- 
tive and, from that day to end of his 
life, he directed the path of Zionism. He 
made, and wroic, Zionist history. He 
became a traveller, Visiiing MOst 
of the world in ordet to find new fighters 
for a Jewish Palestine. In 1914, he came 
to England on behalf of the Executive. 
Whatever happened in the fick of 
political and cultural Ziomsm bore his 
imprim. In Lenton. where Weizmann 
was in the torefront, Sokolow was for 
a considerable time during the First 
World War the only member of the 
Executive, and as such he took pari in 
the negotiations which culminated in the 
Balfour Declaration. Weizmann stayed 
in England, while Sokolow visited France 
and lhaly and obtained from the French 
and Itahan Governments, and also from 


Pope Benedict XV, declarations of 
sympathy. 

Sokolow smoothed the way in the 
negotiations with Lord Balfour and made 
possible the laying of the Hebrew 
University’s corner-stone in 1918. In 


Decentralisation- 
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1919 he was one of the speakers at the 
Paris Peace Conference. He showed 
undersianding for the position of 
Diaspora Jewry, for the rights of Jewish 
minorities, and was elected President of 
the “ Comité des Délégations Juives.” 

At the Twelfth Congress § (1921, 
Carlsbad) Weizmann became President of 
the Zionist Organisation and Sokolow 
Chairman of the Executive. They worked 
together, not always in perfect harmony, 
until 1931, when the Seventeenth Congress 
elected Sokolow President of the Zions 
Organisation. He was an excellent 
President, and during his four years im 
office Jewish Palestine grew and became 
strong. The Zionist Organisation 
succeeded in overcoming internal difler- 
ences and conflicts. Sokolow’s task was 
made more difficult by the fact that 
Weizmann had become one of his 
opponents. In 1935, when Weizmann 
was re-elected President of the Zionist 
Organisation, Sokolow became its Hon- 
orary President. 

Nahvm Sokolow, who died in 1936, 
was not caly a Jewish statesman but also 
a historian whose works (* Hibbath 
Zion” and “History of Zionism”) 
helong to the best in Zionist literature.

REMAINS EXHUMED 


Taken to Israel for Mount 
Herz! Burial

The remains of Dr. Nahum Sokolow 
and his wife, exhumed from their 
graves in the Willesden Cemetery, 
London, on Thursday of last week. 
were on Monday taken on board the 
Isracli cargo vessel Geffen, which left 
the Port of London the next day for 
Isracl. The bodies are to be 
reinterred on Mount Herz!i, Jerusalem. 

The coffins are due to arrive in Jerusa- 
lem on the eve of the opening of the 
Ziomst Congress (April 24). The former 
President of the World Zionist Organisa- 
tion and his wife: are to be buried in 
what will be known as “the Presidents’ 


section,” mear the graves of two other 
leaders who held the highest position 
within the W.Z.0.—Dr. Herz! and his 


successor, David Wolffsohn 
The coffins are accompanied by Dr. 
Cehna Sokolow, daughter of the late 


Ziomst leader. and by Mr. P. Williams, 
Assistant Treasurer of the British Zionrst 
Federation. which he will also represent 
at the funeral ceremony in Jerusalem. 

Members of the Zionist youth move- 
ments mounted a continual guard of 
honour over the remains from the time 
they were exhumed until! Monday. 

On the dav of the exhumation a 
commemoration meeting was held at the 
Weizmann Room at 77 Great Russel 
Street, W.C. The meeting was attended 
by members of the Sokolow family and 
by representatives of the Israeli Embassy. 
including the Ambassador, Mr. Eliahu 
Elath, the Consul, Mr. R. Amir. and the 
Assisiant Military Attaché, Major M. 
Sharon. 


Held Unique Position 


Dr. |. S. Fox. Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation, who resided, described 
Sokolow as one of the giants among 
the leaders of the Zionist movement and 
one of the first Jewish ambassadors to 
the other nations. He recalled his 
achievements in the revival of the Hebrew 
language. hrs editorship of Hazerira and 
HaotamM, which made Sokolow “the 
father of modern Hebrew journalism.” 

Mr. Elath said that a survey of the 
hfe and efforts of Nahum Sokolow would 
really entail the stortv of the Jewish 
cultural and political renaissance 
led to re-establishment of 
Jewish State. Wiihin that story, Mr. 
Elath stated, Sokolow occupied a unique 
position. He had created a bridge not 
only between the Jewish treasures of the 
past and the modern and changing con- 
ditions of his own time, but also between 
the Jewish and the Western civilisations. 
and had thus enabled others to take 
their place within the general renaissance. 

The Ambassador called for the reissue 
of the writings of Sokolow and for the 
publication of a monograph on his life 
and times. 

Dr. S. Levenberg, speaking on behalf 
of the Jewish Agency. which has made 
all the arrangements for the reinierment 
of the Zionist leader in Israel. said that 
Sokolow was “the spiritual guide of 4 
whole generation.” Since the first 
Ziomst Congress he had devoted his 
whole hfe to the Zionist movement, at 
the helm of which he had stood for a 
eg of a century unti! his death in 

56. 

Mr. J. Halevy, Chairman of the World 
Jewish Congress, British Section, referred 
to Sokolow’s insistence on the correlation 
between Jewish tradition and Zionism. 
To Sokolow, he said, Judaism without 
Zionism was empty, and Zionism without 


Judaism vain.

FIGHT AGAINST THE 
COLOUR BAR 


Jews Have “ Vested” 
Interest

The view that Jews should take a 
greater part in the fight against the 
colour bar was expressed at a sym- 
posium on “Religion, Race, and 
Colour” at the Anglo-Isracli Club, 


Great Windmill Street, W.1, on 
Thursday of last week. 
Rabb B. M. Casper, who presided, 


said that Jews should be more outspoken 
in protesting against prejudice when it 
affected other races. 

“ Jews have a vested interest in tolera- 
tion,” stated Mr. Harry Scigal, a panel 
speaker of the Council of Christians and 


Jews. He added that now, when Jews 
ha ve ined their emancipation, tt was 
their duty not only to practise toleration 


but to take their stand in the forefront 
of the fight aga‘nst prejudice. Unfor- 
tunately there were still cases of Jews 
actively practising intolerance, as for 
instance in South Africa, where many 
supported the Apartheid policy, and in 
India where there was a complete barrier 
between the European and the native 
Jewish communities. 

Pointing to the support given to the 
Anartheid policy by the Dutch Re hey 
Church in South Africa, the Rev. W. W. 
Simpson, General Secretary = the 
Councit of Christians and Jews, issued 
a warming against regarding religion as 
an automatic panacea for racial tolera- 
tion. The solution, he said, lay in mutual 
regard for, and understanding of. the 
differences dividing the various branches 
of human family. 

Mr. A. Mako, a Nigerian student, paid 
tribute to the sympathy and understand. 
ing with which members of the Jewish 
community regarded his hatred of the 
colour bar. 


SCIENCE AND THE BIBLE 
Is There a Conflict ?

Professor J. M. Yoffey, F.R.C.S., the 
anatomist, Dr. J. L. Teicher, Lecturer in 
Rabbinics, the University of Cambridge, 
and the Rev. C: Pearl, chief minister of 
the Hebrew Congregation, 
comprised the panel at the Jewish Forum 
of the World Jewish Congress, British 
Section, to discuss, at the Anglo-Israeli 
Club, London, recently, whether there 
was a conflict between science and the 
Bible, particularly with regard to the 
Darwinian theory of evolution. Dr, I. S. 
Fox presided. 

Professor Yofley pointed out that 
Darwin's theory was no longer accepted 
in the simple form in which he had formu- 
lated his views On evolution by natural 
selection im the struggle for survival. On 
the other hand, he stated, the broad lines 
of the Biblical story of the Creation, in 
which something had been created out of 
nothing and living things had come out 
of dead matter, were no longer anathema 
to the scientist, 

Mr. Pearl said that parts of the Bible 
should not be accepted in the literal 
sense, and that the story of the Creation 
in the Bible intended to stress not how 
the world and man were created, but 
rather why and by whom. 

Science and religion, and their 
mutual relationship, said Dr. Teicher, 
were not static, but all the time changing 
and evolving’ The Bible did not try to 
teach the conception of evolution, but to 
convey a genera! and abstract notion.

About Books: 


THE FAMILY 


New States and International 
By AKZIN. 
H.M.S.O. for Unesco and Ipsa. 13s.

The present volume represents part 
of an inquiry which has been allotted 
by Unesco to the International 
Political Science Association, and 
carried out for that body by a dis- 
tinguished member of its executive 
committee, Professor Benjamin 
Akzin, who holds the Herbert Samuc! 
Chair of Political Science and Con- 
stitutional Law at Jerusalem. He was 
aided in his inquiries by the prepar- 
ation on the part of other writers of 


reports on the experience of six 
individual new States : India, 
indonesia, Lebanon, Pakistan. the 


Philippines, and Israel, the last by M. 
R. Kadron; excerpts from al! these 
are teproduced where particularly 
relevam. For those interested in the 
general problems of international! 
relations, this modest littl book 
cannot be too highly recommended. 
As Professor Akzin remarks, the 
distinction between old and new 
States iS not in this respect a par- 
ticularly relevant one: much less so 
than the distinction between 
“developed” and “ underdeveloped 
States, into which latter category all 
the new States to a greater or lesser 
degree happen to fall. Akhough in 
some respects, particulariy the 
economic, these States Mand to gain 
most from international organisations. 


the expense of these is felt more 
heavily in respect of their limued 
budgets than in States whose total 


revenues are much higher. Sull more 
important is the lack of adequate 
skilled personnel to man the var ous 
delegations to, or permanent positions 
open in, such institutions: Israel ts 
clearly by no means the worst off in 
this respect, but her need to keep such 
people at home is understandably 
peculiarly great. 

This is not the only respect in which 
the realism of Professor Akzin’'s

States are any more “ idealistic” in 
thet imternational dealings than the 
older Powers. AH, without exception. 
seek from international institutions 
almost only what they can get out of 
them for their own national objectives, 
and if the mew States have sometimes 
seemed keener on making a show, that 
iS ON EXpressing Views on subjects not 
directly their concern, it has partly 
been that membership in international 
Organisations, and activity within 
them, has been thought of as symbelis- 
ing a mew State's admittance to the 
imernational community. 

The author deplores one of the 
obvious weaknesses of contemporary 
international organisations of a would- 
be universal kind, such as the U.N. 
and its associated system, namely, the 
development of a quasi-parliament- 
artanism within them, a system in 
which blocs are formed and votes 
traded irrespective of the merits of 
the issues or of the candidates for the 
various governing bodies. Of all the 
new States, Israel has been the biggest 
sufferer ; belonging to no diloc herself 
and facing a large one whose sole 
raison détre is hostility to her very 
existence, Israel can never hope for 
election to any of the principal 
Councils in the U.N. system, and inter- 
national bodies are thus also deprived 
of the distinguished services that her 
representatives might well render if 
they were allowed to. KH has not been

This ts the story of a soft, self- 
despising man who tries to prove his 
worth in war. Barry, the hero to 
whom Mr. Henriques introduces us, ts 
a solicitor, successful enough in his 
career but made aware, by his involve- 
ment with two women, of his weakness 
in face of the more profound business 
of human relations. He flees from 
his problems into the army, and finds 
in it a society of boon companions 
to most of .whom the war is an 
opportunity for escape or self-fulfil- 
ment. He is happier, he becomes 
physically fit, but he has still to test 
himself ultimately in battle. Thus. the 
commando raid at the end of the stor) 
is a climax in terms of character as 
well as situation. 

A novelist ts tempted to work out 
his heros problems neatly like a 
theorem. Mr. Henriques, a writer of 
integrity as well as reputation, does 
not do so. He is concerned with the 
truth, which is not neat and in this 
life never final. Barry acquits himsel! 
well in the raid; but he finds no solu- 
tion in it, no guiding certainty to 
make the future simple. All he learns 
is the great negative lesson that 
illusions must be cast away and life 
faced 

Army Atmosphere 

Not all the strands in this book are 
woven with equal success. Mr 
Henriques gets nearest. to the bone 
when he writes about the — guilt. 
stupidity, and torture of lovers at 
CrOSS-purposes 
when he writes about battle—as wel! 
he might be. having himself served

wonder, though, what proportion of 
us he carries. with him 
evokes the atmosphere of the army as 
it was in 1939. We are, after ail. a 
nation of conscripts. so that we look

class, oddly innocent, ado'‘escent in 


their comportment, grateful for the 
absence of women although doggishly 
cognisant of sex—people who appear 
to have been educated by the novels 
of John Buchan.

time of trial; but # is not easy to 
share Mr. Henriques’ rapturous 
recollection of them. He does not 
show them in the round as Mr. Evelyn 
Waugh does: perhaps because he 
lacks an eye for comedy.

Implications of Eisenhower 
Statement 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Since last Monday Foreign Office 
spokesmen have resolutely refused to 
go further than “warmly welcoming 
Presidemt Eisenhower's statement on 
U.S.A. policy in the Middle East.” 


A Forcign Office spokesman, however, 
referred repeatedly to the Tripartite 
Declaration as the basis of British policy. 
cmphasising that Britain would honour 
her obligation flowing from it. The 
spokesman referred especially to the 
Foreign Secretary's speech in the Com- 
mons on March 28, in which he said that 
the strengthening of peace on Isracl’s 
borders was one of the objectives of the 
Declaration and that it would be 
honoured.

EGYPTIAN BORDER INCIDENTS 


Israeli Embassy Statement 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The Israeli Embassy in london has 
issued a statement listing 34 recent 
frontier violations of Israeli territors 
by Egypt. The list, which covers the 
period March 15 to April 4, shows 
that the frontier violations by Feyp 
are practically a daily occurrence, and 
have sometimes taken piace on more 
than one occasion on the same day.

POLISH COMMUNISTS’ 
“SORROW ” 


An Astonishing Admission 


By a Special Correspondent 


Under the striking tithe of “ Our 
Sorrow and Our Consolation,” the 
Warsaw central Yiddish 
organ of the Polish Communist Party, 
has published a significant articie 
enumerating the long list of humilia- 
tions and sufferings of the Jewish 
Communists in the U.S.S.R. The 
article, which is unsigned, obviously 
voices the views of the Communist 
Party. It takes up nearly a full page 
and covers almost the whole period of 
Jewish history. under 
Russian domination. 


Like so many of the comments dealing 
with the denunciation of the “ personal 
cult.” the starts out with 
an atiempt to draw a lesson from the 
2h Congress of the Russian Communist 
Party. It recalls how the Jews at first 
gave their “body and soul” to the 
service of the Russian Revolution in the 
hope that it would bring them long 
awaited freedom. At first they enjoyed, 
ihe paper says, full rights, economic as 
well as cultural. Never in history had 
Russian Jews reached such a height as 
after the Revolution. They had Yiddish 
theatres, Yiddish schools, a Yiddish press, 
and many cultural centres in Moscow, 
Kiev. Odessa, and other Russian 
localities. There arose a whole group of 
great Yiddish pocts, writers, and play- 
wrights. The paper mentions a long lis! 
of names of Jewish creative personalities 
who had contributed greatly to the growth 
and development of Yiddish literature, 
Among others ut refers to David 
Hofstem, Peretz Markish, Leib Kvitko, 
Shmul Halkin, Noah Lurie, lizik Feffer, 
and many others. 


Friend of Lenin 


Bul, says the FotxstimmMe, “ the social 
plague now known as Beriaism " 
end to all this creative genius. The first 
victims among the Jewish. writers and 
cultural workers fell at the hands of the 
murderer. Among these, the paper says. 
were S. Dimanstcin, a close friend of 
Lenin and the head af the Jewish Depart- 
ment in the U.S.S.R. Other victims were 
Marie Frumkin, Rachmiel Weinstein, 
Moshe Litvakoy, Michael Levitan, 
Yanke! Levin, Hershel Brill, Merezin. and 
many, many others. “* In the very spring 
of their creative efforts there were torn 
out from our culture such talents as 
those of Moshe Kulbak. Max Erik. Yasha 
Bronstein, C..Duniets, Chrik, and 
many others.” 

Dealing with the war years, when so 
many Jewish writers from Poland and 
other places sought and found refuge in 
the U.S.S.R., the paper recalls the 
Russian Government's forming the Anti- 
Fascist Jewish Committee to make ‘their 
contribution in the process of saving 
‘from death millions of Jews” as well 
as “ the endangered lives of the Jews in 
israel.” How did it happen, then, the 
FOLKSTIMME asks in bitterness. that this 
Jewish body on which were. represented 
“the best sons and daughters of Soviet 
Jewry ” was liquidated all of a sudden 
without any explanation, and its leaders 
condemned to disappear. 

Voicing for the first time their bitte: 
disappointment, the paper asks “ Why 
did we [meaning the Jewish communit 
remain And it answers: “ 
remained silent. although we suffered 
terribly we believed that Lenin's 
Party would after all be able to dis- 
entangle this tragic knot.

Hoistem, Suskin, Nusinov, Spivik, and 
Persov among the victims. 

Admitting their own failure and impot- 
ence in face of Russian terror, the Com- 


munist Organ attacks Jewish writers and. 


the Jewish press in America and Western 
Europe, accusing them of misusing the 
tragedy of Jewish writers in Russia to 
spread anti-Russian propaganda. tt 
accuses Western Jews of hypocrisy, 
alleging that they were not concerned 
with the fate of these Jewish writers but 
merely explouing a tragic period in Jewish 
history in Russia for other ends. 

After enumerating this long chapter of 
Jewish suffering under the Communists 
the article concludes on a hopeful note. 
“We find consolation,” it sa in the 
2M%h Party Congress. The Beria epoch 
and us murderous acts ed come to an 
end and disappeared for ever.’ This, it 
says, was demonstrated by the 20th 
Congress in Moscow, and in this “* we 
find our consolation.”

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OR PEACE? 


IT has been frequently remarked, in regard 
to the Israeli scene, that whenever a ray of 
hope is discernible some new factor imme- 
diately appears to dash one’s expectations. 
Thus, last week, following close upon the 
news of the unanimous decision of the 
Security Council to send Mr. HamMar- 
sksoELD,the Secretary-General of the United 


Nations, to investigate the frontier position _ 


on the spot, came the outbreak of hostilities 
along the Gaza strip. For a moment the 
world held its breath, wondering whether 
this military activity portended the outbreak 
of the second round in the Israeli-Arab war 
which for so long has loomed on_ the 
Fortunately, the worst was not to 
happen and, as we write, the war clouds 
have again receded, although the murderous 
activities of the fedayeen raiding bands are 
still taking their toll of innocent lives.

This comparative lull presents an opportun- 
ity to re-examine the situation. Basically, the 
problem of Israel's relations with her Arab 
neighbours ts created by the mutual fears on 
both sides of the frontiers. If peace ts to 
be safeguarded, therefore, the primary task 
of states nanship, both in the United Nations 
and in the countries concerned, is to make 
every eflort to assuage those fears. The 
Israelis are understandably frightened by the 
swiftly growing military strength of Egypt 
and her allies and by the constant verbal 
threats to her existence which emanate trom 
every Arab country. Not only has Israel 
every justification for her fears but they are 
increased by the attitude of the Western 
Powers, which give both. her and the world 
at large the impression that they can never 
make up their minds whether they support 
Israel or the Arabs, or whether, tn the event 
of Arab aggression, they are prepared to 
make any significant effort to rescue Israel 
from annihilation. It is this that produces 
a trigger-happy policy, which results in those 
harsh retaliatory measures which, in turn, 
have done so much to aggravate the situa- 
ton. The fears, however, are by no means 
ull on one side, and from each of Israel's 
neighbours come reports of the anxiety 
which the Arabs feel, and which 1s being 
heizhtened by propaganda, regarding Israel's 
intentions lf General Sir JOHN GLUBB, 
after. his dismussal by the Jordan Govern- 
ment, can write and repeat in practically 
every public pronouncement which he makes 
that “ Jordan policy its almost entirely domi- 
nated by the threat from Israel,” it is not 
surprising that the more volatile Arab rank 
and file are deeply imbued with the fear 
that Israel will strike before they have time 


to achieve. military  superiorty. These 
mutual fears, like most fears, are the 
product of ignorance, which itself is the 


result of the almost complete absence of 
contact between Israelis and Arabs that has 
been created by the Arab erection of an 
iron curtain cutting off Israel from. her 
neighbours. This lack of contact has pre- 
vented Israeli statesmanship from fully under- 
standing either the mentality or the problems 
of the neighbouring States. It is not other- 
wise possible to explain how the Govern- 
ment can have sanctioned a policy of 
reprisals, such as those at Gaza last week, 
which were apparently aimed at terrorising 
the civihan population instead of being 
directed at purely military objectives. This is 
the kind of action which must have led the 
Arab Governments to mistrust all peaceful 
overtures made from time to time by Israel. 


It is perhaps fortunate that the “ Palestine 
problem ~ does not remain static for long. 
There are constant changes and develop- 
ments, and, in consequence, fresh oppor- 
tunities present themselves which, if they 
are seized, may be turned to good account. 
Next Monday 1s the eighth anniversary of 
Israels Independence Day, and it would be 
a fine thing if the occasion could be taken 
to demonstrate Israel's genuine and deep- 
seated desire for peace with her neighbours. 
Mir. HAMMARSKJOELD is in the Middle East 
assiduously attempting to achieve a reduction 
Oo! tension on the frontiers. It is reported 
that Colonel NASSER jis prepared to with- 
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draw Egyptian units two kilometres from the 


present lines if the Israeli forces will do 
the same. This is not the first time the 
Egyptians have indicated their acceptance of 
this suggestion, but the Israeli Government 
in the past has declined. Its refusal has 
brought no easing of the tension. Would it 
not be a good idea to try a change of 
policy? It would seem to be only logical 
that the closer hostile armed men are to one 
another the more likely they are to fight, 
whereas if they are separated there is a 
better chance that they will keep the peace. 
There are other factors, too, whose signifi- 
cance will not be overlooked in Israel. 
One of the most important is that, despite 
the shooting last week in Gaza, Colonel 
Nasser did not carry out his threat of four 
months ago that if the Israelis attacked 
again he would “ throw the whole of Egypt's 
armed strength into the fight.” For the 
moment, at least, Colonel Nasser’s bluff 
has been called. This has occurred at a 
moment when the Egyptian régime is in 
particularly bad odour with the British 
Government and when in consequence the 
official attitude towards Israel is a good deal 
more sympathetic than it was at the time 
of the Prime Minister's Guildhall speech. 
In addition, President E1seENHOWER has, after 
a good deal of vacillation, issued a state- 
ment which has gone quite a long way to 
rectify the unfortunate impression created by 
Mr. DULLES's recent remarks concerning the 
United States’ attitude towards a potential 
Middle East aggressor. 


Most significant of all, however, would 
seem to be the reports published in the 
News CuHronicte from a reliable corre- 
spondent in Cairo on Monday and Wednesday 
to the effect that “ Colonel Nasser is bent on 
achieving his ends in the Arab conflict with 
Israel by ‘diplomatic means rather than 
involve his still immature republic in a costly 
war. According to the same correspondent, 
Colonel Nasser has also “indicated that 
he is ready to make a conciliatory gesture 
not only to end border tension but also 
towards settling the whole Isracli question.” 
His agreement to withdraw his forces 
from the frontier is said to be only the first 
instalment of “other much more striking 
concessions which may well be on the way.” 
How sincere Colonel Nasser is in_ his 
declared intention of coming to terms 
with Israel may be open to question, and 
moreover it is known that there is a conflict 
of opimon in the British Foreign Office as 
to whether he is to be trusted or not. . What, 
however, seems to be clear is that he will 
avoid a war with Israel if he can, and the 
NEWS CHRONICLE message supports evidence 
from other sources that he is very cautiously 
putting out feelers to see whether peace is 
attainable. The report from Cairo reinforces 
strongly the plea contained in our leading 
article last week that Israel should exert 
superhuman efforts to come to terms with her 
neighbours. The issue of peace or war is in 
the balance and no opportunity should be 
lost to throw a weight, however light, into the 
scale of peace. 


THE MARTYRS 


SPEAKERS at a sombre commemoration 
meeting last week-end (which we report on 
page 9 of this issue) were at one in putting 
forward again the plea that the millions of 
Jewish martyrs of the European holocaust 
of recent days should be remembered by the 
institution of a special memorial day in the 
Jewish calendar. The meeting was one 
arranged specifically to recall the epic 
tragedy of the Warsaw Ghetto rising against 
the Nazis during the war, but no thoughts of 
Warsaw can be separated from thoughts on 
the whole stupendous calamity that befell the 
House of Israel in those dark years from 1933 
to 1945. No doubt, whether a special day is 
set apart or not, an annual commemoration 
will take place while the memories of those 
who are left remain acute, but those who died 
in such unprecedentedly bitter circumstances 
deserve to be recalled also by future genera- 
ations, even as Jews have remembered for 
over 2,000 years the destruction of the 
Temple. The recollection of the destruction 
is enshrined in the observance of the annual 
fast day of Tisha b’Av. May we return there- 
fore to our own plea, made in previous years, 
that the modern * Churban ” be given its own 
permanent place by the official incorporation 
of appropriate prayers in the liturgy for that 
day of sad memories? Such a step, first, 
would overcome the understandable rabbini- 
cal reluctance to add extra Holy-days to 
the already extensive list in the Hebrew 


calendar ; secondly, it would assure a fixed 
and proper day on which yahrzeit meetings 
could be held ; and, lastly, it would serve as 
a permanent reminder for the generations 
yet to come. 


WOMEN’S WORK 


At the recent Festival of Passover, the 
heroic part played by the women in the 
deliverance from Egypt found reflection in 
the Scriptural readings from the narrative 
of the Exodus. The song of triumph at the 
Red Sea, which marked the climax of 
the liberation, was fittingly concluded by the 
participation of the women under the leader- 
ship of Miriam. A like spirit prevails today, 
when the perils which beset the young State 
of Israel arouse the passionate determination 
of our women to take a full and valorous 
part in sustaining their people's cause. The 
annual conference was held last week-end 
of the Pioneer Women of Great Britain, the 
women's section of the Poale Zion organisa- 
tion that is affiliated to the British Labour 
Party. Among the speakers was a repre- 
sentative of the Moetzet Hapoalot, the 
Council of Women Workers of Israel, and 
the delegates discussed practical measures 
for increasing sympathy and understanding 
between the two countries. Another report 
in this issue refers to a meeting that was 
held to launch the campaign for the ninth 
Jewish Women’s Week, which will be held 
from May 6 to 13. The women’s campaign 
will be directed towards raising funds to 
help Israel's border settlements, and Jewish 
women throughout Britain will assuredly not 
be slow to assume their responsibilities by 
evincing their wholehearted support. The 
importance of the work undertaken by these 
voluntary bodies was stressed by the guest 
speaker at this week's inaugural meeting, 
Mrs. HeLten Bentrwicn. There could be no 
more persuasive advocate of this cause than 
Virs. BeNrwicH, who will next week be 
installed as Chairman of the London County 
Council. And no commendation of Jewish 
women’s work would be complete without 
a warm tribute of honour and esteem being 
paid to the Hon. Mrs. HENRIETTA FRANKLIN 

Mrs. BEeNTwicH’s aunt—who this week 
celebrated her 90th birthday and is: still 
active in good. works. 


END OF A CHAPTER 


WitH the closing of Foehrenwald, the 
last camp for Displaced Persons in Western 
Germany, one more phase in the story of 
the tragic wanderings of the Jews in Europe 
comes to an end—1tn this case, one may say 
at least, a satisfactory end’ The numbers of 
Foehrenwald inhabitants have been declin- 
ing steadily. From several thousand a few 
years ago they dropped to about a thousand 
at the end of last year, and the Bavarian 
Government, with the support of Jewish 
welfare organisations, decided to dissolve 
the camp and find alternative accommoda- 
tion for its inmates. This has met with 
some understandable opposition on the 
part of the religiously Orthodox groups of 
refugees. They are still reluctant to accept 
accommodation elsewhere on the ground 
that they would be far away from any 
large Jewish community, and also from a 
Synagogue. But their objections, — fully 
appreciated by Jewish organisations, are 
being gradually met, and it is only a matter 
of weeks before Foehrenwald will be closed 
completely.. But its mame will hardly be 
forgotten. Ten years after the war it was 
still the symbol of Jewish homelessness and 
suffering. Yet while its existence epitomised 
a terrible era of Jewish migration, the dis- 
appearance of this camp has been made 
possible by great and noble acts of Jewish 
charity. The American Jewish Joint Distri- 
bution Committee, which had already played 
such a magnificent réle in the evacuation 
and resettlement of about a quarter of a 
million Jewish Displaced Persons, has also 
contributed much to the solution of the 
problem of the Foehrenwald Camp. Many of 
its inmates have been helped in the process of 
finding new and better homes in Israel and 
other countries. The Bavarian Government, 
too, despite some undesirable demonstra- 
tions of impatience by officials, has, on the 
whole, shown understanding and is now 
largely responsible f6r finding new homes 
for the refugees. Tribute must also be paid 
to the Scandinavian countries, and especially 
to Norway. Last year that country accepted 
a number of hard-core cases—Jewish men 
and women suffering from _ incurable 
ailments—and offered them __ specialised 
medical care and professional training to 
enable those who could to begin a new life.

No Rabbinical School

by the deputy head of the official 
Russian Department for Religious 
Cults in Moscow in an interview given 
recently to a correspondent of the 
Amerncan JewisH Dany Forwaarp.

submitting the basic principles § of 
Judaism to a frank and unbiased 


critical cxamination im the hgh of 
modern discoverics and of the so-called 
scientific outlook In my opinion, 


Judaism can well afford to face 
unflinchingly this challenge. But the 
main purpose of this move is not a 


mere measuring of strength or a 
fromtal attack on the modern outlook 
Frontal attacks ate in any case 
unsound both psychologically and 
pedagogicaliy, and usually defeat their 
own ends. lis object is to gain a 
measure of confidence among the 
audience Any tecturer in this field 
ol education would do wel! to bear 
in mund that, for the first few public 
appearances, he is preseniing his 
credentials to the public, enabling 
them to take his measure. and he often 
stands or falls by these first impres- 
sions. The public usually suspect any 
lecturer on Judaism who docs not 
belong to the laity of having a closed 
Or warped mind, and of beng iniol- 
eramt and fanatical A frank and 
uninhibited public approach to the 
very things he is reputed to hold most 
sacred and inviolate will go a long 
way to gain for him this confidence. 
But here | must give a warning. The 
confidence must be well-deserved and 
based on sincerity of purpose. i is 
fatal to underrate one’s audience. 

His first few lectures are thus of a 
very general nature, and his job is 
now to map out his whole course on a 
systematic basis. for which he must pay 
heed to four cardmal considerations. 
The first is hard work There ms no 
easy road to success, and consequently 
only hard and painstaking preparation

A Tercentenary service of dedication 
and thanksgiving. held in the Syna- 
gogue, Salisbury Road, on Sunday,

Existence of Restrictions 
To the Editor of Tue JewitsH CHronicie 


Sin,—My reference to the Educa- 
tion Act, in your jssue of March 30, 
seems to have puzzied Mr. Brotman. 
inadvertently 1 mentioned the year 
(1948) most prominent in the minds 
of doctors. | regret the error. 
Nowhere in the report you published 
Or in my actual staiement was refer- 
ence made to discrimination in Slate 
schools 


I adhere to my statements that since 
paying places were abolished “ all sections 
of the population” have suffered and 
“ Jewish children have suffered particu- 
larly.” Let me say in passing that | do 
not agree with the principle of paying 
places. 

Restrictions against Jewish children 
being admitted to endowed and private 
schools do exist. Either a limited num- 
ber are accepted or leave of absence 's 
refused for Jewish holidays or permission 
is refused to leave carly on Fridays during 
the winter months. 

Children of religious parents are by 
these and other means denied entrance to 
the type of school in question, What has 
the Education Commitiee of the Board 
of Deputies done to remedy these short- 
comings ? My information is that indt- 
vidual cases are imvestigated, but so far 
with negative results. 

The question is one of principle which 
has to be tackled and not individual cases. 
Has the matier been placed before the 
Council of Christians and Jews ? A con- 
sidered statement by this body may well 
help the position. 

Although the Ministry of Education 
may not have the same contro! over these 
schools as # has over State schools, has 
the Minister been informed of the dis 
crimination that exists ? 

It is no use being complacent about the 
principles involved. iecemeal action 
over individual cases is not likely to 
solve the problem

Jews’ Burden of Ridicule 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin,—The extraordinary statement 
made in your issve of last week by 
your correspondent Hilda Lewis: “| 
cannot acquit him [Zangwill] of having 
added to the burden of ridicule the 
Jew has had to carry,” should not be 
allowed to pass unchallenged. 


Twenty years ago the late Chicf Rabb: 
Dr. J. H. Hertz, speaking at the tenth 
anniversary Israel Zangwill meeting said: 
“ Some clements in Jewry were, and hav» 
remained, immune to bis influence 
elements who were scandalised by, among 
Other things, the Yiddish words which 
occurred even in the titles of his books 
—think of the * King of Schnorrers 
or by the fact that so many of these 
books were of the ghetto—* Children o 
the Ghetto, ‘Ghetto Tragedies. an 
even “Ghetto Comedies.” They fail to 

rasp the humanity of the life that was 
ived in the ghetto, its holiness of home 
and reverence for learning, its whimsica! 
humour and invincible optimism.” 

It ts significant to note that the greatest 
of living Jewtsh writers, Sholem Asch, in 
the course of a letter written in support 
of the Israel Zangwil] Fellowship and 
published in your issue of May 28, 1954. 
stated: “| hope the Israel Zangwill Fel 
lowship will be able to carry out its aims 
which are to the credit of the Jewish 
peopic as a whole. | consider some of 
the writings of Zanewill. like *‘ The Chil- 
dren of the Ghetio,” * Dreamers of the 
Ghetto,” and * The King of Schnorrers, 
classics of Jewish literary creation, which 
Strongly influenced all Jewish literature.” 
On July 9, 1954, you published Louis 
Golding’s tribute to Zangwill. 

It tS significant to note that Zangwi!!'s 
first book, “ The Children of the Ghetio.” 
led the critics and public to demand more 
Jewish stories and made Zangwill devote 
himself increasingly to this sphere of 
activity. 

I have refrained from quoting from the 
many eloquent tributes which have been 
paid throughout the years by eminent 
non-Jews distinguished in the aris to the 
literary ability of Israel Zangwill, the 
Jewish novelist. 

1 submit that the quotations which | 
have already given are clear proof that 
Israel Zangwill definitely did not add to 
the burden of ridicule the Jew has had 
to carry. as alleged by Hilda Lewis 
Alas! there are, unfortunately, many non- 
Jewish novelists guilty of anti-Jewish 
ridicule.

Creating Dissension 


Sixr.—Your excellent editorial and 
the letter from Mr. Klinger have dealt 
so adequately with the letter sent 
by Rabbi Finklestein that | would 
have refrained from commenting but 
for one thing. 

All who had the privilege to be present 
at the Tercentenary Service seemed to 
agree that it was thie most inspiring 
occasion for many years; for the first 
time for over a decade representatives 
of the whole of Jewry met together in 
prayer and thanksgiving and together 
they dedicated themselves for the future. 
We do not all generally agree on the 
method of our approach to the Almighty, 
but on this occasion we met togciher in 
sincere worship and dedication. 

To anyone whose religious feelings are 
sincere it was a truly wonderful occasion 
and one which will mean much to him 
for ever. To those of us who have spent 
much of our lives striving to achieve 
good will and peace in our community 
it meant, perhaps, even more. 

It has been a shocking thing that some 
ministers of religion have done their best 
to destroy a moment of great spiritual 
behef on which there was and is hope 
that much could be built, and have sought 
to emphasise differences and to cause 
strife. 1 will say no more than that | 
hope with all sincerity that their efforts 
will fail and that we may be inspired 
to look upon the best in one another. 

May I also be permitted to correct 
the errors in the letter which you so 
Strangely allowed to be published under 
a pseudonym. “ Perplexed.” whoever 
he mav be, should have made sure of 
his facts before he wrote the letter which 
you published in your issue of April 6. 


The lay representative of Belfast 
carried a Sefer Torah immediatcly 
preceding that carried by the President 


of the Dublin Hebrew Congregation, and 
moreover the clergy of Belfast were 
invited to carry a Sefer Torah in the circuit 
of clergy, but were unable to do so. 

In any case, the Tercentenary that is 
being celebrated this vear is that of “* the 
rescttioment of the Jews in the British 
Isles the recent constiiutional changes 
have not removed the Republic of 
ireland from the British Isles rhe 
history of the Dublin community goes 
back further than that of any other in 
the British -Isles, London atone excepted. 
it would have been churlish to overlook 
Dublin's claims to recognition in the 
celebrations, but in view of the intimate 
rclaiionship between the first Jews in 
Dublin and the Sephardim of London it 
was doubly fitting: that Dublin should 
participate in the Service on March 22. 

As for the offer to persons suggesicd 
by “ Perplexed,” there were many organi- 
sations and communitics whom we would 
have been delighted to see take part in the 
appropriate circuit; we inviied as many 
as could make the circuits with dignity 
and decorum; we chose to the best of 
our ability, and had we omitted any of 
those whom we invited we would also 
have been criticised Whether our 
choice was right or wrong it is surely 
typical of all that is most harmful to 
our community today to start invidious 
comparisons as to whether one person 
i§ more worthy than another. Why 
must so many people strive to create 
dissension ?

Poached 


To every pint of water allow | teaspoon- 
tul of salt and 2 teaspoonfuls of vinegar. 
Use a deep frying pan and bring the water 
io the bol. Break the eggs one at a time 
and shp gently into the water. Turn down 
the heat so that the water no longer bors. 
cover the pan with a saucepan lid and 
leave until the whites are opaque and the 
cegs lightly set—about minutes. Lift

aie inevitably limited scope of each 


is of paramount importance. 
4 flounder ng talk, or reading directly 
from notes, oF attempting too much at 
one time, is fatal and futile. 

Second. self-criticism. The lecturer 
must cultivate and sharpen his self- 
critica! faculties sO aS tO presem an 
open mind, ready to admit mistakes, 
and to give unstinted credit to con- 
tributions made by his hearers, even 
at his own expense. The latter point 
can hardly be over-emphasised. Adults 
cannot be taught or preached at, but 
they can be made to co-operate, and 
since discussion is the very life-blood 
of this work, it must be encouraged 
at every step. Everyone must be made 
to feel that he is not a studem but 
an equal partner in a joint effort of 
sudy and enlightenment. 
because it lacks this vital element that 
a sermon from the pulpit cannot be 
regarded as a suitable med.um for 
adult education, 


Importance of Timing 


Third. timing. The duration of 
each session, with a clear demarcation 
of the time allowed for discussion, 
must be carefully settled in advance. 
Punctuality in starting and fintshing 
to be recommended. The 
demoralising effect of a meeting which 
starts late or drags on interminably 
is only too well known. I| would 
suggest a two-hour weekly session with 
a break of ten to IS minutes for 
refreshments Where this is. not 
possible. one hour weekly will do, but 
refreshmenis should then be served 
hefore the session begins and not at 
the expense of the time of study. In 
all arrangements, however, the time 
allowed for discussion must never be 
less than half the total time devoted 
lo the meeting. 


Finally, theme. Although the 
uhimate aim of the course is_ the 
hammering out of a reorientated 


outlook on Jews and Judaism, it is not 
advisable to have recourse continu- 
ously to direct methods, since this is a 
weapon whose keenness is soon 
blunted. The interest wanes as the 
novelty of the theme dim nishes, and 
ihe loss of spontaneity imposes a 
menial strain on most students. There 
is also the danger that, in invariably 
discussing abstract ideas, one may 
become divorced from reality. 

|. for my part, have chosen Jewish 
history as the basis for this work. | 
find this monumental document of our 
life story admirably suited to the 
Purpose in every respect. Its shifting 
scenes and ever-varying fortunes never 
fal to arouse deep interest and 
sympathy. Since human nature and 
ts reactions hardly ever change, and 
ihe past often mirrors the present, 
mere is rarely a period or even a 
Passing phase in the long development 
of our people which does not invite 
‘omparison with contemporary life. 
ihus providing added incentive for 
Prolonged discussion. Last and not 
easi. where else could one seek and 
find tangible evidence of the imman- 
ence of God; of D'vine interest and 
‘Mervention in the affairs of man: of 
retributive justice : in short. of incon- 
‘estible vindication of our faith in God 
and of the Jewish poimt of view on 
fe, if not in Jewish history!

RABBI ZEEV GOLD 


The death occurred on Sunday in 
Jerusalem, in his 74th year, of Rabbi 
Zeev Gold, one of the leaders of the 
world Mizrachi movement and a 
member of the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency, writes our JERUSALEM CORRE- 
SPONDENT.

Mr Ben-Zvi. the President of 
Iswac!. in the course of his Indepen- 
dence Duy message on the occasion 
of the cighth ann.versary of the estab- 
lishment of the State, declared that 
Israclis could survey with pride the 
mportant achievements of their young 
State over those few and difficult

The Presidem said: “As in the days 
of Evra and Nehemia, 2.500 years ago. 
so abo on this occasion, the revival of 
the State and the ingathermg of the scat- 
icred sons of Isracl into its midst have 
heen accompanied by the concentration 
of coemy forces which have beleaguered 
us in order to destroy us. . . . Now—as 
then-our strengih is not in quantity but 
in quality, in our faith in the justice of 
our cause, in our readiness for voluntary 
eflort and sacrifice for the defence and 
building up of our homeland. ° 

Mr. Ben-Zvi went on: “In recent 
months and days there has been an 
increase m the external danger from our 
ne ehbours, who attack us daily and even 
proctaim their intention to conquer the 
sol oof israel, and have now found 
support not only among our encmics, 
hut also among those who declare thet 
iricndship for tsracl—both in the East 
and m the West. Many of them vie with 
cach other in their attempts to gain the 
freendstup of the Arabs. and send them 
pleatitul supphes of superior arms, which 
are meant, as ws well known, for war 
Isracl. It can ‘be felt that several 
ot the heads of great nations are prepared 
io abandon the State of Israci to the 
mercies of the Arab rulers, whose prin- 
ciples are those of the Nazis and whose 
régime ts that of the House of Bondage 
And the is not all that has been done by 
ihn leaders of some ol the Great 
Powers: they are even prepared under 
Arab pressure to deprive us in practice of 
the cht of seli-defence and the proper 
means io ourselves. 

We are confident that this design will 
surcly fad, and that«justice will triumph.”

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EGYPTIAN TERROR CAMPAIGN

provides me with ample evidence that the 
racli border settlers disregarded these 
attempts by the fedayeen to disrupt their 
lives, although additional precautions 
were taken after dark to meet the Egyptian 
menace. 

The Egyptians were clearly responsible 
for begwning the latest series of incidents 
which increased tension along the Gaza 
strip to boiling poimt. . After shelling and 
killing three members of an Isracli patrol 
near Kissufim last week. the Egyptians 
bombarded five setilements—Ein Hash- 
losha, Nahal Kissufim, Yeeev, and 
Nirim—wounding four Israch soldiers 
and two civilians. 

At one of the settiements children were 
moved to shelier sust before the building 
in which they were having supper was 
hit. The bombardment was preceded by 
seven attacks on Israch patrols along a 
17-muile front. ranging from Mefalsim in 
the morth to Ein Hashlosha in the south. 

Israch retaliated, shelling the 
Egyptian positions responsible for the 
attack on the settlements. A spokesman 
of the U.N. Truce Supervision organisa- 
tion later announced that the Israclis had 
shelled Gaza. 

General Burns. who appealed to both 
sides to observe a cease-lire, was sum- 
moned by Mr. Sharett, the Israch Forgign 
Minister. and informed that “ grave con- 
sequences were liable to result if the 
Egyptians did not stop their attacks. In

along the Beit Dagon-Ramic road, near 
the village of Shafrn, and only abou 
ten miles south-cam of Tel Aviv. Earlier 
a hand-grenade was thrown at Gan 
Yavneh, near Ascalon. 

Correspondems were allowed a bref 
glimpse of the firs Egyptian commando 
to be captured. He was taken to Ascalon.

a member of the fedayeen for six months. 
He had been on a special course in Egypt 
and was under the command of Licut.- 
Col. Mustfa Hafiz, who is reported to be 
head of Egyptian intelligence in the Gaza 
strip. The prisoner was armed with a 
Karl Gustav sub-machine gun. 

The fedayeen said that five groups had 
been sent into Israel. They were ordered 
to blow up bridges. kill people, and mine 
and fire at traffic. These fedayeen. who are 
reported to be under the command of Said 
Sega. were told to return to Gaza or, if 
this proved difficult, to travel in an 
easterly direction into Jordan. 

T bodies of ten of the fedayeen 
killed in Israel were returned to. the 
Egyptians on Wednesday. 

At his own request, General Burns met 
Mr. Ben-Gurion last weck-end and dis- 
cussed with him means of preventing a 
further deterioration of the sttuation 
along the demarcation line surrounding the

Commenting on these 
incidents, an Israch Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said that the Egyptians 
appeared determined to keep the situa- 
on the boil. 

These attacks were followed by a week- 
end of bloodshed and violence © Israchi 
patrols were attacked and the fedayeen 
hégan thei nefarious activities on an 
unprecedented scale. attacking sctiie- 
mems,. vehicles travelling on highways.

Fach accused the other of aggression 
while Mr. Hammarskjocid. the U.N.

Middle East to try to restore peace on the 
Israch-Arab borders. 

The Egyptian delegaic. Mr. Omar 
Loutfi, in a letter to the Security Council 
President, following up a previous com- 
plaint regarding the alleged shelling of the 
Gaza sirtp, said that Jsrac! had committed 

“one of the most atrocious aggressions 
ever to taken place.” 

Mr. Abba Eban, the Isracli delegate, 
said in his letter to the President of the 
Security Council: “ The accelerated pace 
and cxpanding scaic of Egyptian aggres- 
sion, at the very moment when the Sete. 
tary-General of the United Nations is duc 
to arrive in the area on a mission of peace. 
must imevitably give rise to grave appre- 
hensions regarding Egypt's intentions, and 
to scriotts concern for the prospects of 
avoiding war in the Middle East.” 

The Israch letter listed incidents along 
the Israch-Egyptian demarcation line since 
April 5 and said that “the murderous 
wave of Egyptian aggression has mounied 
steadily during the past few days. “ Full 
responsibility for these attacks and for the 
resulting heavy toll in human lives rests 


with the Egyptian Prime Minister.” The - 


acts of violence. the leticr added. were 
meontrovertible proof of Egypt's aggres- 
sive intent and of her Government's deter- 
mination to increase aggression.” 

The letter said that “the Egyptian 
Government's utter contempt for human 
hives is tlustraied by the establishment of 
fortihed emplacements within the confines 
of the city of Gaza and in other civilian 
population centres.” 

Isracl] has officialls noted the Security 
Council of the statement by Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, reserving Isracl's freedom of 
action unless Egypt unreservedly gives 
assurances of refraining from all hostile 
acts.--({ Reuter)

Cairo Radio said that the Egyptian 
Army was “standing on the borders 
ready io enter any batilec to which it 
may be provoked aggression. 
This time, the Ra said, the Army 
would “not hesitate to thwart = such 
aggression for ever.” 

Commenting on last week's incidents, 
an Egyptian spokesman said that Isracli 
forces had shelled the market place in 
Gaza and hit two hospitals, one British 
the other Egyptian 

It was announced here on Wednesday 
that 30 Egyptian commandos had returned 


from Israeh territiory, “ where they have 
been retaliating for the deaths of 6! Arab 
civilians a week ago. The commandos 
were said to have lost ten dead in 450 
widespread suicide raids, causing 
heavy losses of life to the “ enemy ” and 
destroying his communications.(Reuter)
